tions are two m atters, in tho opinon 
of League authorities, that probably 
will come up at 
the 
meeting 
of 
League assembly which open in this 
city, Monday, September 30. 
In this connection an English del­ 
egate said recently: 
“I don’t see how it will be pos­ 
sible to keep the reparation prob­ 
lem out of the discussion, unless it 
be 8etttled before hand.” 
And an­ 
other delegate from one of the north­ 
ern Scandinavian lands referring to 
the popular movement in Germany 
to apply for membership, said: “Cer­ 
tainly Germany should come in. 
If 
she applies she would probably be 
elected easily'*. 
These and other questions, like 
the problem or opinion have served 
to create an atm osphere of unusal 
interest in this y ear’s doings of the 
assembly. 
The first business on the agenda 
is the election of a president and 
six vice-presidents who, 
with 
the 
presidents of the 
six 
committees 
later elected, form with the presi­ 
dent a bureau responsible for tho 
general conduct of the business of 
the assembly. 
The actual work cf the session 
then begins with a discussion of the 
the annual report of the secretary 
general, Sir Erie Drummond, on the 
activities of the council during the 
past year and with a statement of 
what has been done to make effec­ 
tive the recommendations 
of 
the 
previous assembly. 
After a debate 
the assembly usually divides Itself 
into six general committees. 
Theee 
include constitutional and legal ques 
Hons, such a4 amendments to the 
covenant of the league: the work 
of the technical 
organizations 
on 
economics, finance, transit and heal­ 
th; the question of reduction of ar­ 
maments the budget and other mat­ 
ters 
of 
internal 
administration; 
social questions, such as opium, the 
white slave traffic and refugee prob­ 
lems, and political questions such rs 
the admission of new states. 
These committees 
are 
virtually 
small assemblies in themselves, for 
each country has the right to be rep- 
esented on all of them. 
As three 
committees sit simultaneously 
one 
day and three others the next, the 
work of the assembly Is greatly ex­ 
pedited. 
Newspapers 
correspon­ 
dents are kept busy following all 
these 
meetings. 
W hen 
the com­ 
m ittees make 
their 
final 
reports, 
usually brief, the full assembly af­ 
fords a final debate on any point 
still a t Issue. 
The 
official 
language of the es* 
semblv are 
French 
and 
English. 
Speechs delivered in one are trans­ 
lated Into the other tongue. 
The as­ 
sembly convention lasts from three 
to four weeks and generally marks 
out broad policies w'hose detailed 
execution Is left 
to 
the 
council, 
wrhich is the cabinet of the League 
of N ation’s. 
In view of 
the 
late 
President 
H arding’s recommendation that the 
United States join the International 
Court of Justice, of special Interest 
to Americans will be the election of 
a successor to Judge Ruy Barbosa 
of Brazil as a member of the court 
This election is carried out by the 
concurrent majority action 
of 
the 
assembly and council.* The Ameri­ 
can group of the old Hague arbitral 
court exercised Its prerogative this 
year, and nominated a candidate to 
succeed Judge Bargosa.

Reports Record Business. 
ST. LOUIS, Sept. I.—Transporta­ 
tion records that have stood for years 
were shattered by the Missouri Paci­ 
fic Railroad Company in August, ac­ 
cording to a statement released to­ 
day by L. W. Baldwin, president of 
the company. The railroad loaded lo­ 
cally and received from connections 
180,810 cars of freight during Aug­ 
ust as compared with 
125,317 cars 
during October, ISIG, the previous 
high record month. 
Six other rec­ 
ords of only slightly lesser Impor­ 
tance also w’ere broken in establish­ 
ing the new" mark. Mr. Baldwin, in 
his statement calls attention to the 
fact that railroads ever have been 
regarded as a barometer of business. 
This long established custom, if ap­ 
plied, would indicate that America 
and especially the middle west, Is in 
the midst of a wave of prosperity 
that is greater than any recorded, es­ 
pecially In recent years, the state­ 
ment continues. The statement also 
points out that thi3 Is only a begin­ 
ning of what may be expected this 
fall. Cooperation on the part of the 
shipping public is responsible in a 
large measure, for the new records, 
Mr. Baldwin says. 
Prompt loading 
and releasing of cars and equipment 
has made it possible for the railroad 
to handle all of this record-breaking 
volume of business expeditiously. 
Among the other records broken, the 
following are listed: 
Wednesday, August 29, a new high 
record of 5,088 cars loaded locally 
and received from connections was 
established. The former mark for 
any one day, other than a Monday or 
a day following a holiday was 4.893 
on Tuesday, November 9, 1915, week­ 
ly records for local 
loading were 
smashed, too. The total for the third 
week In August was 21.052 compared 
to 21,413 the second week in October, 
1910, the former high mark. Monthly 
local loading figures for August to­ 
talled 96,001, compared to S9.850 the 
former record established in Octo­ 
ber, 191G. 
The foregoing dally rec­ 
ords are exclusive of Mondays and 
holidays following holidays, inclusive 
of those days, additional new records 
have been made.
